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ONE AND ONE HALF BILLIONS. 
The fifty-fifth Congress has now presented 


its full bill to the tax-paying people of the 


United States. A pretty large bill, indeed. 


The billion-dollar-Congress of not many years 
ago; which overthrew Republican government 
and for a short tittie restored Democracy in 
national power, is largely surpassed in record. 
Fifteen hundred and sixty seven millions—a 
good deal over one and one-half billion—is 
the total of the appropriations passed by this 
last Congress. Four hundred and eighty-two 
and one-half millions of it are in some way 
connected with the war undertaken as “the 
white man’s burden.” On the other hand, ob- 
ligations for civil purposes alone of not less 
than seventy millions are additionally as- 
sumed for the future, while the military obli- 
gations assiimed by this Congress, and of 
which the war against the Filipinos only pre- 
sents the most actual part, catt hardly as yet 
be estimated, even approximately. 

Mr. Caniiott’s voice of warning, raised to- 
wards the end of the session, came too late 
for preventing an increase of about forty 
millions in the regular appropriations beyond 
those of the fifty-fourth Congress, but it was 
at least in time to crush a number of expen- 
sive schemes, like the subsidy and the Nicar- 
It was too late to limit the re- 
sponsibilities assumed by the last war, but it 


agua bills. 


was at least in time to prevent the assuming 
of further responsibilities which may have 
led te new complications. As it is, the tax- 
payers’ burden is, indeed, large enough, and 
what is the worst of all, without any chance 
whatever of relief, for many yedrs to come. 
Taxes, however, may at times be felt very 
little, while at other times people can hardly 
earry them without distress. At present we 
are apparently quite prosperous, wages are 
occasionally raised here or there, business life 
is quite active, and even the obnoxious war 
taxes are still cheerfully met, because there 
is a possibility of making the money to pay 
them. But suppose the next crops should be 
disappointing, suppose our international com- 
mercial policy should be narrow-minded and 
the necessary inlets and outlets for surplus 
products limitated, or suppose new indiscrim- 
inate ventures of grave consequence should 
be undertaken by over-successful rulers, what 
judgment will then be passed by the tax- 
burdened people of the one and one-half 


billion Congress? 





The National Provisioner is indebted to the 
courtesy of the Berlin Embassy of the United 
States of America for the transmittal of a 
full authentic copy of the new German meat 
inspection bill submitted to the Diet on Feb- 
ruary 17th, and marked as No. 138 of the first 
session 1898-99. The important document 
contains 100 pages, of which six are devoted 
to the law itself, twenty-four to the Govern- 
ment arguments, and seventy pages to the ar- 
guments of the Imperial Health Office. The 
late hour of its arrival on the day of going to 
préss with this issue prevented an immediate 
reprint of this very interesting document, 


which, besides, has to be carefully translated 
from the German. We shall, however, hasten 
to acquaint our readers of its correct con- 
tents, especially as the superficial advance re- 
ports, heretofore published elsewhere, call for 
authentic correction. 





MARKET FOR OLEO CHANGING. 


Holland, whose oleo market is Rotterdam, 
was at one time and until lately the only real 


oleo market abroad. Every European churn- 


er used to draw his supplies from there. Of 
late, such a revolution has taken place in the 
uses, fields and manners of buying oleo that 
this market has lost its control over a very 
large per cent. of the product, Three times as 
much of this product goes te Hamburg, Ant- 
werp, London and Glasgow as to Rotterdam. 
Therefore, this last place is gradually drift- 
ing into a second-rate market and lost its sig- 
nificance except for the balance of the oleo- 
margarine which cannot be sold to pri- 
vate buyers in Belgium, Scandinavia, Brit- 
ain and Germany. This seems to be practi- 
eally borne out by the prices of oleo f. o. b. 
New York, to these several markets. The 
sales made in Holland during May of last 
year, when the change was very noticeable, 
averaged about 4114 gilders, which is equal to 
$6.90@7.00 per 100 Ibs. f. 0. b. New York, 
whereas, large sales made in Germany netted 
$7.25 to $7.50 per 100 Ibs. during May. The 
break thus made so noticeable has not lost its 
significance. Holland is practically the only 
inarket to which oleo is consigned for local 
sale on the Rotterdam Exchange. In Seandi- 
navia and Belgium alone more oleo is sold 
than in Holland. Though Rotterdam (Hoi 
land) is virtually the only European market to 
which oleo is consigned for sale, the best 
grades which go there are more often sold 
ahead, and are simply consigned to the pur- 
chasers by their New York or other agents. 
Very few consignments, for sale, are made to 
All ship 
ments to the other European markets are sim- 


other places outside of Holland. 


ply consignments to purchasers upon sales 
made to them before shipment. In this way 
the middleman’s profit is avoided, which ac 
counts to some extent for the decidedly better 
prices obtained for this product in Germany 
and elsewhere over Rotterdam, where the 
churners formerly paid for the middleman, 
extra handling, and other incidentals which 
advanced the price, ultimately, to the churn- 
ers. Being an open market, however, Rotter- 
dam is more generally quoted. Under these 
changed commercial conditions there may be 
other open markets coming into existence or 
sales on consignment will increase and event- 
ually supplant the open market method of sell 
ing oleo oil. 

Another reason why Rotterdam is avoided 
by some of the larger churners is that others 
systematically keep out of that market so as 
to allow oleo stock to accumulate and over- 
load it, on the theory that the glut will force 
the price down, as holders, having large stocks 
on hand, must sell. The stock depreciates in 
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quality by keeping. ‘This, an inferior product 
is often unloaded, 

Our constantly changing, and developmg 
trade relations with Europe, frequently, in 
the course of commerce, produce such start 
ling revolutions as that now experienced in 


the marketing of our oleo preduact, 





COLD STORAGE ACTIVITY. 

While there is conspicuous activity all 
over the country in many trades there 
is neo industry at this time feeling 
the impetus of our intense industrial and 
commercial aetivity more than cold storage. 
The great strides made by our large meat and 
fish industries, added to the expansive energy 
of our rapidly growing dairy and cotton oil 
products, have stimulated the refrigerating 
field to such an extent that its activity is very 
conspicuous at this time. The old and the 
new markets of the werld are ‘demanding 
more and more of our perishable preducts. 
With the aid of cold storage we can conserve 
our products, and with the aid of refrigera- 
tion reach these waiting and desirable foreign 
markets. With the assistance of such a valu- 
ab'e business auxiliary as cold storage and re- 
frigeration we are enabled to better handle 
and to distribute the perishable products of our 
domestic trade, But a few years ago a cold 
storage plant was a scientific curiosity even 
in large cities. Now it is domesticated in the 
hamlets of the Lind, the new term has become 
a household word, and its conserved products 
reach nearly every home in the towns of this 


country. 


UNITED STATES TRADE COM- 
PETITION. 

Dr. Alexander Peez, aViennese authority on 
political economy, and a former member of 
the Austrian Diet, has for years been a fer- 
vent advocate of a European continental co- 
alition for mutual protection against outside, 
especially American competition. The lec- 
ture he recently delivered, and of which our 
news columns contain an official extract, was 
sign:ficantly entit!ed “America, Europe's Most 
Dangerous Rival.” It is typical not only of 
all of Dr. Peez’s lectures since a dozen or 
more years, but also for sentiments frequent- 
ly uttered by men in prominent public office 
and in some newspapers of Austria-Hungary 
as well as of Germany, 

Americans may feel gratified at the general 
recognition which their enormous progress as 
a manufacturing and an exporting people has 
recently found everywhere. Dr, Peez marks 
one of the chief reasons of this progress very 
properly in a few words: “The very best of 
machinery and few workingmen, but those 
well paid.” He calls it the great American 
system, which, there is no doubt, is also the 
system of the future. It furnishes the cause 
for an effect which also the Hamburg Cham- 
ber of Commerce woefully chronicles as the 
reason forthe strength of American industry}, 
viz.: its “capacity for the production on a 
large seale of certain articles.” The word 
“certain” might just as well be dropped. 

While American trade competition will con- 
tinue to make itself felt more and more all 


over the .world, and-not the least.on the Ku 
ropean Continent, the dream of Dr. Peez of a 
continental coalition has at this time just as 
little prospect of materializing as at any time. 
The German government, recently, more than 
ever, is on record with its most decided opposi 
tion to such a scheme. And a continental co 
alition without Germany is just as impossible 
us a monetary conference without Great Brit 


ain, or as Hamlet without Hamlet. 


LESSONS OF THE WAR. 

The late war with Spain has taught our 
Government and our business interests many 
lessons, First, it tanght the necessity of more 
American bottoms to carry American com- 
merce in times of peace and to be available in 
times of war for troopships and transports. 
Only by the enlisted assistance from Eng- 
land, Germany and France, it became possi- 
ble to send troops and supplies to Cuba, Porto 
Rico, Manila or elsewhere. The ships of 
American register are insufficient and incapa- 
ble of so large an undertaking except at the 
risk of paralyzing our home carrying trade. 
We undoubtedly need more American bottoms 
and American built ships for the American 
trade and for all emergencies, and we shall 
have them. We shall even have them without 
subsidies from the Government, The same 
American enterprise which enables the United 
States to successfully compete with all the 
world, notwithstanding much higher wages, 
will very soon develop our shipbuilding, stim- 
ulated by the urgent demand. The lesson of 
the late war, which was comparatively only 
child’s play as compared with the possibility 
of a conflict with a larger marine nation, will 
not remain unheeded, if we understand prop- 
erly the character of the American people. 

Another lesson of the war is the convenience 
of large meat concerns as mobilizers of food 
in large quantities on short notice, and at a 
low price. The food contractors displayed 
very much greater ability to collect, manu- 
facture, transport and mobilize food than the 
Government did to handle, to distribute and to 
take care of it after its arrival at the rendez- 
vous. The inability of the army corps to 
handle and to distribute the supplies after the 
Commissary Department had delivered them 
through the army contractors taught the evils 
of a disjointed system of gathering the food, 
requisitioning and feeding it to the men. It 
demonstrated the wisdom of placing the whole 
matter of provisioning and feeding the men 
under one general subsistence department. 

Another lesson taught was the demonstra- 
tion of the advantage of refrigerated meats 
over the old forage system of mustering, driv- 
ing and slaughtering fresh meat in a_ hot, 
humid climate which holds in the animal heat 
until the meat taints. Incidentally, another 
lesson was tanght by the demonstration of the 
possibilities of refrigeration. Our trausporta- 
tion system has been practically revolutionized 
in many ways from this standpoint. 

The war has demonstrate] the evil of politi 
cal soldiers; the officer who plays for applause 
instead of fighting for glory and love of coun- 
try has scandalized both the arms of our 


brave fighting privates. and the _patriots at 
home who ceaselessly day and night planned 
and worked fer the heroes at the front, say- 
ing nothing fer the rear cut at our great in 
dustries, ° 

The late war planted our flag out in the 
world and pulled the political and trade 
doors wide open, with many new problems and 
tasks to enter through them, but no new. prob 
lem, however urgent, ought to let us forget the 
many important practical lessons of the late 
war, some of which are enumerated above.

FROM THE HAMBURG CHAMBER 
OF COMMERCE. 


The last advance sheets of Consular Re- 
ports, the very important publication of the 
American Department of State, contain the 
following interesting extract from the annual 
report of the Hamburg Chamber of Commerce 
on the inspection of meat: 

In suspecting the foreign meat importations, 
and especially the American meat, and, fur 
ther, in suspecting the American authorities, 
as frequently trichinae have been found here 
in meats which are claimed to have been in- 
spected before shipping, we can only say that 
much injustice has been committed, The fact 
that a number of trichinae sicknesses have 
occurred after the consumption of pork which 
has been properly inspected here, proves plain- 
ly that the accusations against the American 
inspectors of butchers’ meat are unjust, and 
only serves to confirm the theory that 
“trichinae inspections represent only problem- 
atic protection.” Another fact (and we may 
call it a facet, no one as yet having succeeded 
in proving the contrary) is that in Germany 
not one case of trichinae poisgning after the 
consumption ef American pork has occurred, 
and that after Germany again allowed the im- 
portation of American pork, the cases of 
trichinae poisoning have not increased. Thix 
also proves that the trichinae become harm- 
less after the salting and other preparation of 
the meat. As to “canned meats,” this methe:d! 
of preserving requires such boiling as to ren- 
der all morbid matter absolutely innocuous.

The 
maximum yardage charges permissible would 
be as follows: Cattle, 15 cents a head; calves, 
8; hogs, 6; sheep, 4.. This is a reduction in 
present rates of 10 @ents a head on cattle, 2 
on calves and 1 cent on hogs. The bill also 
seeks to regulate the price to be paid for feed. 
and would require full weight of feed. Double 
the price of the wholesale market value of 
the day previous would be allowed, and no 
more. Owners of stock would be allowed to 
sell the stock in the pens. First violation of 
the law would incur a fine of $100, and sec- 
ond, $500 to $1,000, and possible imprison- 
ment. It is said that this bill is a substantial 
copy of the Kansas law enacted by the Pop- 
ulists, and that Kansas has no stockya 
to-day.

LITTLE VARIATION IN PRICES—AL- 
TERNATELY WEAK AND FIRM 
MARKETS—SPECULATION SLOW— 
EXPORT DEMANDS INCREASING 
LIGHTER RECEIPTS OF HOGS. 


The market has settled into some rutty con- 
ditions, particularly as concerns its specula- 
tive features. When the outsiders in good 
part withdrew a week or two since as dis- 
gusted with the lack of stamina to affairs, 
with the fact that the looked-for broadened 
speculation had not materialized, it then ap- 
peared doubtful that the near future would 
bring them in again, while the week’s de- 
velopments have shown their lack of interest. 
‘The outsider has seemingly made up his mind 
that spurty conditions are not among the 
probabilities for the near future, and that 
until there are defined features of a more 
favorable order that it is policy to wait. The 
little speculation that has been engaged in 
by these outsiders has been more with any 
possible momentary advantage, and where 
small profits have been shown or the varia- 
tions in prices gone slightly against them, 
their deals have been closed out. There is no 
question, however, but that the country would 
be ready to buy quite freely if there was a 
speculative commodity offering at present a 
fair degree of assurance for a “bull” turn, 
us there is a good deal of money about look- 
ing for investments as the results of the ex- 
ceptionally healthy business activity through 
the fall and winter months. But neither 
grain nor provisions offer markedly inducing 
features just now in their narrow  fluctua- 
tions, while the latter have some direct fea- 
tures that restrain investors. It seems clear 
to the miscellaneous speculative traders that 
with the high relation of prices of hogs to the 
products that the packers are not likely at 
once to be permanently on the bullish side of 
the products, and that their interest is too 
strong to combat; therefore, that it is better 
policy to wait until there is less concern felt 
over the receipts of the swine. The hog sup- 
plies for the week, however, have been less 
than had been expected. Indeed, they have, 
upon some days, been running materially 
under estimates. Weather conditions may 
have had something to do with this, but at 
any rate the belief is that the swine are back 
in the country in sufficiently large numbers 
to give a period still of exces-ive receip's, and 
it will probably be sometime yet before the 
hog supplies cease to be the most potent fac- 
tor to the situation. At the same time there 
is no question but that export movements in 
both lard and meats have increased, and that 
there is a particularly marked improvement 
in the demands for the latter, while these 
shipments are probably with a view of mak- 
ing increased accommodations for distribution 
on the other side against the resumption of 
normal activity to trade demands when the 
Leuten season is ovet. The shipments out of 
Chieigs of méats, particularly this week. 
have indicated the increased trequirénients 
abroad, while the osean freight tmathet hes 





been offering comparatively advantageous 
rates for shipment. It looks as though the 
improvement in export interest was likely to 
hold, and, perhaps, to grow materially, since 
Europe had been a conservative buyer for 
some time, while the period has about arrived 
when resupplies should be bought more ex- 
tensively, particularly as all reports thence 
are that, barring the Lenten season, that the 
disposition of its consumers is to take the 
products quite as freely as at any time 
through the season, while as the season ad- 
vances and the waterways there become open, 
the distributions to the interior points on the 
Continent are likely to assume the liberal pro- 
portions had in the fall months, and as 
against exportations of which some portion of 
the recent enlarged buying has been done 
here. If the hog supplies could be had upon 
a right basis in the near future as against the 
values of the products, it looks as though the 
packers would have a good spring season to 
work upon, as they have the stocks of the 
products, while there is little question but 
that an active export business will be done, in- 
creasingly so as the season advances, and 
that the products before the summer season 
is reached, are likely to rule at permanently 
higher prices. Whatever short interest has 
prevailed it covered up very well at the in- 
side prices early in the week, while the pack- 
ers then secured most of the offerings at the 
comparatively favorable prices, while they 
supported the small advance which occurred 
later on the falling off in the hog receipts and 
the larger export demands for the products. 
Where declines occurred early in the week 
pork led, and the fluctuations had most ef- 
fect upon the other products, while reactions 
in it to firmness had less influence with the 
meats and lard than the direct feature of 
larger demands for both goods. The trade at 
the West with the South and the Southwest 
has not been brisk this week, but has been 
rather of the customary order in the Lenten 
season, while no marked vitality is looked for 
to the home trade right away. 

In New York the English shippers have 
been very conservative buyers of lard, with 
their takings confined to one or two lots of 
Western, although they have bought city 
made a little more freely. The Continent 
has not been an active buyer of lard here, 
although it is showing a little more interest 
over supplies at the close, while it responds 
to the trifle stronger prices. The English 
markets have taken freer amounts of tierced 
and boxed bellies since they can be had at 
easy prices, which, however, are hardly 
changed from the previous week. The de- 
mands from the near sections have not im- 
proved for bellies, which are freely offered at 
late prices, but they are very fair for loose 
shoulders, while both shoulders and hams are 
at firm prices. The Cuban demands have not 
grown latterly, with their markets seemingly 
well supplied. The compound lard trading 
here is very good from the home trade, while 
it holds firm prices ry reason of the strong 
cost of cotton oil and the oleo stearine. 

The export buying in New York this week 
has included 425 tes. city lard, 500 tes. West- 
ern do.. 220 boxes belies, 125 tes. do. and 59 
hoxes Eastern backs. 

Beef has had more of a call from English 
shippers, while the desirable grades have been 
fit Gasier prices.

Beef hams are taken up more freely by 
smokers, while quoted at $18.50 for car lots. 

Canned meats have fair export sales at 
steady prices.

$4.00, 6-TD do. at $6.85, 14-ID do. at $14.75. 

The exports from the Atlantic ports last 
week were quite liberal, and in excess of the 
corresponding time last year, as follows: 
7,712 bbls. pork, 16,004,349 pounds lard and 
22,258,651 pounds meats. Same time last 
year: 5,800 bbls. pork, 13,844,577 pounds lard, 
and 20,626,762 pounds meats. 

The Chicago shipments last week were 5,- 
073. bbls. pork, 11,105,136 pounds lard, and 
17,619,308 pounds meats. Corresponding 
week last year, 4,562 bbls. pork, 11,915,625 
pounds lard, and 19,010,394 pounds meats.

A cable to the Chicago “Record” says that 
it is reported in Berlin that three special com 
missioners sent by the United States Govern- 
ment have arrived in Hamburg from Wash 
ington. The commissioners, it is understood, 
intend to travel through Germany in order 
to watch the present enforcement of German 
regulations regarding the importation of 
American meats. They are also to inform 
themselves thoroughly as to the new Meat In- 
spection bill, and to col_ect evidence regarding 
the rejection of certain lots of American 
meat.

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BOARD OF INQUIRY IN CHICAGO. 


The Army Board of Inquiry is practical! 
und searching. It heard, in Washington, 
every grade of soldier from private te Com- 
manding General and the general public. 
Then it went to Chicago to look inte the pack- 
nghouses and the processes to see the meth- 
ods of the source of supply. It must be re- 
membered that this Board consists of edu- 
eated, scientific and seasoned officers. They 
are not children. They have had hard camp 
life, had experience with Army rations in the 
field as well as in peace, know what they are 
doing and how to do it. The Board of Inquiry 
reached Chicago Wednesday. On Thursday, 
about noon, the body popped suddenly into 
Libby, MeNeill & Libby's canning factory 
to note the process. The factory is not run- 
ning just now, and not expecting the visit 
the machinery was silent. But the Board 
would eall another day. <All of the canning 
factories have their “silent” days. The 
works of Armour & Co. were then visited. 
Four hours were spent studying the process 
and noting details. The Board “messed” on 
some of the Porto Riean roast beef for lunch. 
This beef, when opened, looked what the line 
men called “repulsive,” but its looks did not 
interfere with its wholesomeness. One can 
was cooked without opening to show how the 
hold ef a hot ship or a baking hot sun af- 
fected it. The officers seemed to relish the 
meat, the stews, and the novelty of the whole 
experiment with this food produet. The 
Board then inspected the whole of the stock 
handling, killing and dressing methods. No 
false bottom was found in the rendering 
tanks. They found that the cattle were first 
inspected on the hoof, and then the dressed 
CATCASSES reinsp ected for any evidences of 
tuberculosis thereon, Hours were spent in- 
specting the vats, tubs, boxes, cans, and the 
processes of killing, packing and canning. 
Special attention was paid to the disposal of 
the diseased cattle which were condemned. 
These carcasses were checked through the 
entire system which took them from the yard 
to the by-product. This was done under the 
inspector's eye by a system of checks and 
blanks. Evasion or fraud, except by the 
knowledge of the Government inspector was 
impossible. The War Board will remain in 
the West some days. 

The real trouble with the whole meat cou 
troversy, says the New York “Press,” seems 
to be that General Miles” relied upon 
his Yellow Journal friends and that they re- 
lied upon General Miles. Both the General 
and the Yellows made a very loud noise, each 
thinking that when it came to proof the other 
would furnish it, 


No one has denied that fresh beef will 
not keep in the tropics. The natives of Cu 
ba and Porto Rico kill their beef just when 
they want to eat it. After it has been 
“dressed”: a few hours it becomes tainted and 
then it becomes foul. Refrigerated beef 
brought from the United States was good un- 
til it had been off the ice sufficiently long for 
the tropical climate to spoil it. A generous 
and provident government sent thousands of 
tons of refrigerated beef to our soldiers in 
Cuba and Porto Rico in the hope that it 
might be possible to serve it to them with 
their other rations. Those near the sea got 
good beef and plenty of it, except when the 
army was in a convulsion of battle. To those 
who were far away from the refrigerating 
ships and machines it was impossible to de- 
liver fresh beef in good condition owing to 
climati¢e conditions. It was a pity that when 
a generous nation had striven to do what no 
other nation ever attempted to do it should 
have been baffled by the natural conditions of 
the tropics; but it was not a crime. _ 4 

It is a disgrace that an irresponsible Yel- 
low Journalism and a notoriety-seeking sol- 
dier should have branded honorable army offi- 
cials as thieves and poisoners because fresh 
meat will not keep in the tropics, 


MEAT CANNING. 
(Written for The National Provisioner and Copy 
righted.) 
Canning Poultry. 
NO. VII. 
There are times when the poultry market is 
overstocked, and it is during such occasions 
that the meat canner is enabled to take ad- 
vantage of the opportunity by securing a 
cheap supply of chickens and turkeys for his 
canning operations. Ordinarily it is only when 
poultry can be purchased at a very low price 
that the canning of it is profitable. In the 
selection of the stock care must be taken to 
secure only fresh poultry. No tainted or 
spoiled fowl] should be allowed to contaminate 
the working material. When possible young 
poultry should be given the preference in se- 
lection, although this point is not essential 
us, after canning, the flesh of a tough bird is 
just as palatable and nutritious as that of any 
other fowl. 





SHCRTAGE IN FOREIGN WOOL AND 
MUTTON. 

Mr. W. P. Atwell, U. 8. commercial agent 
at Roubaix, writing the State Department 
under date of Jan. 19, 1899, encloses the fol- 
lowing information in regard to the antici- 
pated wool and mutton shortage: 

“The merino type of wool has been gradu- 
ally decreasing during the past three years. 
It is no'larger now than it was ten years 
ago. The cross wools are gradually increas- 
ing. Forty per cent. of the whole production 
of Australasian and La Plata wools for 1898 
are of the cross-breed type, as against 18 per 
cent. in 1888. The result is to raise the price 
of merinos, steady the finer cross-breeds and 
lower the commoner types of this class of 
wool. 

“The wool industry of Europe has for the 
past five years depended for its life on the ex- 
portations to the United States. Its life or 
stagnation has been influenced entirely by 
the fluctuations of the American tariffs. 
While the continental export trade of fabrics 
to England for the last four years is practical- 
ly an annual fixture of about $40,000,000, 
that to America varies from $5,500,000 to 
$32,000,000 annually, according to the whim 
of the tariff. The Australian wools during 
the last three years fell off 160,000 bales, and 
neither the new ranches nor the New Zea- 
land supply can make up the deficiency. Next 
season both the Antipodes and South Amer- 
ica will show a deficiency in wool over this, 
and hence a clear decrease in the shipments 
of mutton. For this reason merino types 
of wool should rise and cross-breeds steady in 
the wool market.”

ss energy, When once convinced jn a mat 
ter. Like the famous English General (Chi 
nese) Gordon, he could not widerstand why a 
diplomatie lle was necessary even in business 
if your product, you and your methods are 
right. 

Mr. Emil Calm was one of the most con 
spicuous men in the food world. Every prom- 
inent packer and butcher all over the coun 
try knew him. He was born in Bernburg, 
Germany, seventy years ago, and came to 
New York in 1849. He has spent the whole 
of his fifty years of American life in New 
York City. Being a technical chemist, he be 
gan, in I875, to experiment upon food prod 
ucts with the view of discovering a harmless 
antiseptic preservative which would prevent 
fermentation, putrefac ion and the generation 
of fatal bacilli in food. In 1870—iwenty-two 
years ago—he formed the now widely known 
Preservaline Manufacturing Company, whose 
trade-mark—the boars head—is now known 
in every land, there being important branches 
of this concern at Chieago, San Francisco, 
Melbourne (Australia), Auckland (N. Z.) and 
Stockholm (Sweden). The founder stated 
years ago that he would see every oyster con 
cern in the country using his preservative. 
The last one began its use last year. Mr. 
Calm was a man of strictest honor, loved art 
and music: was cultured, highly educated and 
respected by every one. His was a strict 
business and a tender home life. To the last 
he piloted the big business of his company,

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GELATIN AND SILK MANUFACTURE. 

According to Consul Frankenthal at Berne, 
Switzerland, gelatin is utilized in the manu- 
facture of a new artificial silk. It is the in- 
vention of Professor Hummel, of Yorkshire 
College, in Leeds, England. <A reservoir con- 
taining gelatin is kept heated at a certain 
temperature, to keep the gelatin in liquid 
form continuously, The top of the reservoir 
contains numberless small openings through 
which the gelatin oozes in very fine streams. 
An endless chain of a strip of linen cloth 
running over pulleys receives this liquid; and 
before the chain has traveled far, it is dry 
und presents a fine thread of uniform thick- 
ness and brilliant surface, ready to be wound 
pon spools, 





The whole apparatus requires little atten- 
tion; the only thing to be looked after is to 
change the fully wound spools for empty ones. 
A single workman can oversee ten appar- 
atuses as described, which will produce about 
470,000 yards of threads per day—equal to a 
silk production of 24,000 cocoons. To make 
the gelatin threads proof against being dis- 
solved in warm water, they are lightly wound 
on drums and submitted to the fumes of for 
maldehyde in 2 closed room for several hours. 
The result is not only their power of resist- 
ance to water, but also to any other solution. 

The coloring, if wanted, is added to the 
liquid gelatin at the beginning. It absorbs 
dye readily and the brilliancy of the thread is 
not affected. The proportion of dyestuff is 
stated to be 15 ounces in 330 pounds of liquid 
gelatin, if a bright color is wanted; but for 
the present fashionable pale colors, the 15 
ounces would do in 6,600 pounds of liquid. 
A drawback against the usefulness of the 
gelatin silk would be its low degree of firmness 
in the thread, but in a mixture with real silk 
or fine linen or cotton thread, a durable tissue 
could be produced. It is estimated that the 
gelatin silk could be produced at about $1.15 
per pound, Collodion silk costs at present 
from $2.25 to $2.85 per pound, while natural 
silk reaches $6.25 per pound. Professor 


Hummel has produced gelatin silk threads 
and has submitted his products to Swiss silk 
manufactures for their judgment, 


Answers to Correspondents. 

CONFER-DENVER.—Pigs’ feet, fresh, 
when cooked under pressure will yield about 
15 per cent. of very soft and oily lard. The 
residue from them when pressed and dried 
makes low grade tankage containing a high 
percentage of bone phosphate. 

Fr. & B., BUF FALO.—(1) Hogs will yield, 
on an average, about 14 of a pound of bristles 
and 1 pound of hair, cured. (2) Salt is put 
into the barrels of bristles to prevent over- 
heating. Refuse salt or salt sweepings will 
answer for this purpose; an ordinary bucket- 
ful to each barrel will be sufficient. 

IX. L., NEW ORLEANS.—(1) Winter 
white cottonseed oil, to pass as prime, must 
remain limpid at 32° F. for five hours. (2) 
Soap stock containing less than 45 per cent. 
fatty acids is not a good delivery. (3) We 
will make the analysis promptly upon receipt 
of sample, so that you can receive the result 
in ample time for your needs. 

P. D. D.—In answer to your queries: (1) 
Packinghouse bones should not be overcooked 
when they are to be used in the manufacture 
of glue. They should have a smooth surface 
of yellowish color and should preferably be a 
little greasy rather than be white and chalky. 
The latter kind of bones are of no use to the 
glue-maker. (2) The amount of nitrogen in 
good, hard bones should not be less than 
equivalent to 544 per cent. ammonia. Chalky 
bones with a smaller amount of nitrogen have 
been cooked too much, and the best part of 
the glue has already been extracted from such 
bones. 

Cc. N. P., ATTLEBORO.—Acidless tallow 
oil should not contain more than % per cent. 
free fatty acid. The cold test is not as much 
importance in this as in neatsfoot oils. No. 
1 tallow is sometimes sold without any 
guarantee to titre or hardness, but buyers 
generally want the titre test of a lot of tallow 
before purchasing. The titre may be 40 to 
43 degrees or even higher; the free fatty 
acid may run as high as 6 or 8, though usual- 
ly it will be found much lower than these 
figures. The color, flavor, and odor have a 
great deal to do, in making a tallow a No, 1 
or No. 2. A No. 2 tallow can have a much 
higher per cent. of free fatty acid, than a 
No. 1, and a lower titre is also allowable, 

TANNER, OREGON.—In determining the 
qualities of water for tanning purposes, two 
things must be taken into consideration, First, 
the behavior of the water when used as a 
solvent for the tanning materials, and the 
second, whether it is adapted for preparing 
the hides for tanning. If the water is to be 
used for dissolving or extracting tanning ma- 
terials containing tannic acid, the earthy al- 
kalies, lime and magnésia combinations.,exert 
a very injurious effect, as by forming insolu- 
ble combinations with the tannic acid, they 
render a part of the tanning material ineffect 
ive. 

In answer to your second question, would 
not advise it, except under the direction of a 
man experienced in that line. 
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Chicago Live Stock Review. 


CATTLE.—The past week has brought 
about a most favorable turn in  con- 
dition of the cattle trade. Arrivals have 
been of about the same volume as 
for previous week, but the weather has 
been crisp and more agreeable to slaughter- 
ing operators, and, too, there has been more 
show of activity among export buyers than 
has been the case for some time. Scarcity 
of strictly choice qualitied beeves is becoming 
more marked every week, and the few lots 
arriving during the current week have not 
failed to attract prompt and sharp competi- 
tion. The best here sold at $5.90, and several 
load lots have made around $5.70, but the 
bulk of dressed beef, shipping and export 
steers have been selling between $4.75@$5.50, 
and prices for the $5 styles up are around 10 
to 15 cents higher than in closing days of the 
previous week, while on anything that sells 
under the $5 mark we note little change in 
price, but a more free movement has pre- 
vailed, and good clearances have been made 
each day. 

Crisp weather and continued moderate sup- 
plies have been largely influential in the im- 
proved condition of trade, and we cannot, 
with confidence, predict a permanent or con- 
tinued improvement at this time. We are in a 
time of year for irregular markets, and will 
not be out of that time for some weeks. The 
market for the next few weeks will certainly 
be influenced largely by the volume of re- 
ceipts. 

In the stocker and feeder trade the supply 
of common to fair thin stock is quite large, 
and the class has been selling slowly at prices 
ranging from $3.25 to $4 for very common to 
fair steers, while attractive feeder grades 
have been rather scarce and selling freely at 
prices ranging between $4.25@$4.75. Stock 
heifers are also in strong demand, and selling 
largely at $3.25 to $3.75, with choice quality 
up around $4. 

The market for the stock of all kinds has 
been more lively than for some time, and 
prices have ruled with an upward tendency, 
the medium to good classes of cutters show- 
ing more strength than either canners or the 
choice to fancy killers. Veal calves hold 
steady at $6.25 to $7. Milkers and springers 
$35 to $50 for good to choice. 

HOGS.—A striking feature of the hog trade 
for the week has been a decrease of ‘around 
one-third in volume of receipts compared with 
the previous week and reducing supply to a 






point where an unsatisfactory and uncertain 
condition of the provision trade has ceased 
to be a controlling factor in the immediate 
market for live hogs, the supply being barely 
more than demands of the Eastern shipping 
and dressed meat trade call for.. Under these 
very light receipts the market has carried a 
strong tone from the start of the week, and 
mid-week prices showed an advance of 10 to 
15 cents over closing quotations of the previ- 
ous week, the bulk of all hogs here on 
Wednesday selling between $3.80@$3.90, with 
$3.85 being the popular mark. 

The market of the week can hardly be re- 
garded as affording a criterion for the im- 
mediate future. It is too early in the season 
as yet to look for a permanent advance, espe- 
cially with pork, lard and ribs selling relative- 
ly lower than the live hogs, and the market 
ruling nervous, but if the movement of hogs 
to market of late is a fair indicator of supply 
condition in the country, then we may see the 
rather unique condition of the live hog mar- 
ket running independent of provisions, and 
going higher at a time of year when not or 
dinarily expected. 

Hogs coming are very good in quality, but 
not many fat-backs among them. There is 
a strong call for these prime, thick hogs, and 
they sell at a premium of 5 to 10 cents. Light 
weight is scarce, and selling close up to the 
mixed and medium weights, so that, aside 
from the slight premium for fat-backs, there 
is very little spread in prices. Pigs are not 
plentiful, and continue to sel) close around a 
$3.50 basis. 

Eastern shippers are taking nearly one-third 
of receipts at present. 

SHEEP.—There has been a fair tone to 
the sheep and lamb trade under a volume of 
receipts slightly larger than for the previous 
week, and prices may be quoted as firm to 
around 10 cents higher than a week ago, for 
all the standard grades of both sheep and 
lambs. It is not impossible that we will see 
a comparatively good market for sheep, but 
there is still, and will be for some time, the 
danger that any advance in lambs _ will 
promptly bring increased receipts and a re- 
action in prices. The Colorado contingent of 
winter feeding has not yet fairly started. 
They are ready for market, and will be forced 
along freely as the spring opens out. Heavy 
export sheep have sold at $4.65 during the 
week. Bulk of good to choice sheep $4@ 
$4.40. Prime Colorado lambs have sold as 
high as $5.10, and large strings have made 
$5, with bulk of the fed lambs at $4.60@$5.

Chicago Live Stock Notes. 

The 1,450,710 hogs received at the Chicago 
stockyards the first two months of this year 
averaged 229 Ib. The 1,447,901 received the 
corresponding two months of 1898 averaged 
230 ID. 

The hogs received last week averaged 231 
Ib, against 228 Ib the preceding week, 224 Ib 
a month ago, 236 Ib two months ago, 240 Ib 
three months ago, 226 ID a year ago and 232 
ID two years ago. 

Of the 8,551 cars of cattle received during 
the past month, lowa contributed 3,540: Ilin- 
vis, 2,336; Missouri, 903. Iowa contributed 
oO per cent. of the hogs; Llinois, 30 per cent., 
and Wisconsin 9 per cent. 

Last week’s receipts of hogs at Chicago in 
creased 24,000, while Kansas City decreased 
18,000 compared with a year ago. Omaha 
received 3,000, while St. Louis has a few 
hundred less than a year ago. 

During the last week 5,131 cars of live 
stock arrived here, and 1,533 cars were ship 
ped from here. The receipts for the preced 
ing week were 4,554 cars, and for the corre- 
sponding week last year 5,195. 

The hogs received during February aver- 
aged 228 Ib, against 231 ID in January, 239 ID 
in December, 1898; 227 Ib in February, 1898; 
238 ID in February, 1897; 239 Ib in February, 
1896, and 230 ID in February, 1895. 

Shipments last week were: Cattle, 16,072: 
hogs, 52,962; sheep, 6,359; against 15,157 
cattle; 33,804 hogs; 9,341 sheep the previous 
week; 17,904 cattle, 31,338 hogs, 20,500 sheep 
the corresponding week of 1898; and 14,195 
cattle, 33,574 hogs, and 14,034 sheep the cor- 
responding week of 1897. 

Receipts of live stock here last week were: 
Cattle, 41,823; hogs, 184,328; sheep, 60,006; 
against 44,815 cattle, 127,613 hogs, 59,044 
sheep the previous week; 46,097 cattle, 160,- 
281 hogs, 82,563 sheep the corresponding 
week of 1898; and 43,110 cattle, 164,833 hogs 
and 63,869 sheep the corresponding week of 
1897. 

Hogs packed at Chicago last week, 142,100, 
against 110,500 the previous week, and 121,- 
700 a year ago. Armour packed 27,100; An- 
glo-American, 10,100; Boyd & Lunham, 7, 
000; Chicago, 9,000; Continental, 10,400; 
Hammond, 4,900; International, 10,200; Lip- 
ton, 7,800; Morris, 7,400; Swift, 26,100; Viles 
& Robbins, 12,000, and butchers, 11,000. 

Of the 43,042 carloads of live stock received 
at the Chicago stockyards the first two 
months of this year, the Northwestern Road 
furnished 9,062 against 9,999 a year ago; Bur- 
lington, 8,750, against 10,307 a year ago; 
Milwaukee, 8,149, against 8,915 a year ago: 
Illinois Central, 4,724, against 4,348 a year 
ago; and Rock Island, 3,766, against 4,307 
a year ago. 
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Chicago Provision Market. 

The provision market continues to be a dis- 
appointment, and keeps down irrespective of 
the fact that everything points to higher 
prices. There was a bulge of small propor- 
tions in the early part of last week, and a 
good break at the close. The hog movement 
exceeded the expectations, and the seven 
Western points aggregated 388,600 hogs, 
against 301,500 the previous week, and 348,- 
oO the corresponding week of last year. 
The prospects are that supplies in the near 
future will be lighter. 

Stocks of provisions on hand the last 
day of February were a_ disappointment 
to the bears, as they did not increase any- 
thing like expectations, and this is particular- 
ly true of short ribs. Cash business is fair, 
hut speculative trade is light; in fact, there 
is hardly any. The market is run almost ex- 
clusively by packers and professional traders. 
It is hard to believe that provisions will not 
gain some benefit from the general business 
improvement of the country, but continued 
large movements of hogs, however, and a 
piling up of stocks is hardly a bull argu- 
ment, Still, while the general prosperity has 
not apparently done very much for provisions, 
it has, as a matter of fact, fairly maintained 
prices in spite of a hog situation that, with 
any other surroundings, would have meant al- 
most burdensome stocks and most d:scourag- 
ing prices. The effect has been a negative in- 
stead of a positive one. High prices have not 
been accomplished, but low ones have been 
prevented. ‘To-day (Wednesday) hogs were 
within 10c, of the highest price of the year, 
but still provisions will not boom. It is pos- 
sible that the proposed changes which are 
recommended to the Board of Trad», viz., the 
advance in the grade of lard and the lowe: ing 
of the weight of contract ribs, and the short- 
ening of the storage period from thirty to ten 
days, will in many ways help the provision 
market. .It will, in all probabili.y, popu'arize 
the market with the outsider by making the 
contract product more desirable, and the gen- 
eral improvement in the grade of the contract 
product will advance prices somewhat, just as 
the raising of the grade of speculative wheat 
did. With hogs at the prices they are now, 
and with the almost certainty of a falling off 
of the supplies during the next ninety days, 
there is every reason to look for an improve- 
ment in prices in the near future. It will 
probably be a quiet market until Lent*is 
over and the May liquidation finishcd, then a 
good rally will be in order.

Changes ia Provision Rules. 


Changes in the rules governing the pro- 
vision trade were indorsed by forty packers, 
shippers and commission merchants, who met 
last week at the offices of Swift and Com- 
pany, in Chicago. The changes, which will 
be submitted to the Board of Trade, to be- 
come effective Oct. 1, were framed by the fol- 
lowing committee, appointed several + ay 
ago: Henry ne, William L. ae son 
= ‘rittenden, J. Geltmacher, Saar APS 
N. J. Weil and John A. Bunnell, It was de- 
cided to recommend nen mess pork be made 
regular the entire year, instead of during 
the winter-packing ieubiens that the average 
weight of ribs deliverable on contract be 
changed, abolishing any average over eighty 
pounds, but retaining the sixty-pound-average 
standard; that in 50,000-pound lots, of sixty- 
pound average and under, no piece in the lot 
should vary more than 25 per cent. from the 
average of the lot, and that in from sixty to 
eighty-pound averages no piece in any lot 
should vary in weight more than ten pounds 
from the average of the lot. It was the 
sense of the meeting that the quality of lard 
deliverable on contract should be raised, and 
that regular warehouse receipts for pork, lard 
and ribs should read so that storage ebarges 
would be based on a period of ten days, in- 
stead of thirty days.

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HOG INDUSTRY IN SOUTH AFRICA. 

Consul-General Stowe writes from Cape 
Town, Africa, as follows: 

In a recent letter to this Consulate, the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture of Cape Colony says: 

“With reference to your letter dated 27th 
ultimo, relative to the above subject, L am 
directed to state for your information that 
the hog industry in this colony is still in 
a very primitive state, and that no syste- 
matic pig breeding on a large scale, from 
which the desired information could be ob- 
tained, has been carried on. The ordinary 
hog seen in this country is a very active ani- 
mal, flat-sided, razor-backed, long- shouted, 
and covered with bristles like pin wire, and 
has been but little improved by occasional 
importations of the better class of European 
breeds.” 

It would seem that an opening for fresh 
pork is at hand. But few hogs are raised, 
and, as stated above, they are not of a choice 
quality. Not much over 5,000 pounds was 
imported for 1898, and all from Australia, 
where, I am informed, stock raising is prin- 
eipally in cattle and sheep. If the time ever 
ecemes when steamers with cooling chambers 
sail from the United States, pork could be 
made an important part of the cargo. 

Salted pork in the form of bacon and hams 
is imported in large quantities, principally 
from Great Britain, and sliced ham and ba- 
con in tins come from the United States.

Proposed Reimbursement of Cattic- 
Owners. 


The full text of Senator Ford’s bill intro- 
duced at Albany, N. Y., during the present 
session of the Legislature, is as follows: 


AN ACT 

To provide compensation to the owners of 

cattle destroyed pursuant to chapter six 

hundred and seventy-four of the laws of 

eighteen hundred and ninety-four and re- 

pealing certain acts relating thereto in 
the city of New York. 

The people of the State of New York, repre- 
sented in Senate and Assembly, do enact as 
follows: 

Section 1. The Department of Health of 
the city of New York is hereby authorized 
and empowered to hear, audit and determine 
all claims arising out of the destruction of cat- 
tle affected with other dis- 
eases, in the city of New York, during the 
years eighteen hundred and ninety-six, eigh- 
teen hundred and ninety-seven and eighteen 
hundred and ninety-eight, when such destruc- 
tion was duly authorized by the 
owners thereof. 

The rates of compensation to said owners 
shall be as follows: The animal shall be ap- 
praised at its sound value; provided, however, 
that no animal shall be appraised at more 
than forty-five dollars, in which event the 
secretary of the said department of health 
shall certify its value at half that sum; but if 
any animal so destroyed, as aforesaid, shall 
be appraised at than forty-five dollars, 
then the said secretary of the said depart- 
ment shall certify its value at one-half what- 
ever sum it shall be appraised at. A written 
appraisal of the value of an animal destroyed 
on account of tuberculosis, as aforesaid, shall 
be transmitted to the comptroller of the city 
of New York, who shall file the same in his 
office. 

Sec. 2. sixty-two and sixty-three

Sec. 4. The Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment of the city of New York is hereby 
authorized to audit and allow as a charge 
against the city of New York the amount of 
said claim, as provided in section one, sec- 
tion two of this act and section three and to 
include in the taxes to be levied and raised 
for the year nineteen hundred and each year 
thereafter, upon the estates subject to taxa- 
tion in the city and county of New York, an 
amount sufficient to pay such sum or sums as 
may be audited and allowed, and to file a cer- 
tificate thereof in the office of the comptroller 
of the city of New York. 

Sec. 5. The comptroller of the city of New 
York is hereby authorized and directed to 
raise such sum of money as may be necessary 
to pay said claims, or such part thereof as 
may be audited and allowed by said Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment, as hereinbefore 
provided, by the issue of revenue bonds in 
anticipation of the taxes of the year nineteen 
hundred, and the said comptroller is hereby 
further authorized and directed to pay over to 
the said claimants or their attorneys the 
moneys so raised for and upon said claims. 

Sec. 6. The comptroller of the city of New 
York is hereby authorized and directed to 
raise such sum of money as may be necessary 
to pay the claim or claims provided by section 
four of this act, or such part thereof as may 
be audited and allowed by said Board of Es- 
timate and Apportionment, as_ hereinbefore 
provided, by the issue of revenue bonds in an- 
ticipation of the taxes each year, and the 
said comptroller is hereby further authorized 
and directed to pay over to the claimants or 
their attorneys the money so raised for and 
upon said claims.

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CATTLE LOSSES. 


Charles F. Martin, secretary of the Na- 
tional Live Stock Association, with head- 
quarters at Denver, Colo., says that the state- 
ment attributed to President Springer of the 
association, that the cattle losses through- 
out the country would average from 30 to 50 
per cent., was unauthorized. 

In the association’s bulletin bearing date 
of March 3, which is based upon reports re- 
ceived and not to be taken as the opinion or 
individual statement of any member of this 
association, much interesting matter is pre- 
sented. 

For the past month the association has 
been engaged in gathering reports of the con- 
dition of live stock on the Western ranges. 
With the exception of Montana, reports have 
been received from leading stockmen, and 
are considered accurate as far as they go. In 
Idaho, Wyoming, Colorado, Northern and 
Western Texas, New Mexico, Oklahoma and 
Indian Territory, the winter has been very 
severe, the worst known in ten years or more. 
Oregon, Washington and Arizona suffered 
very little, and will have only nominal losses. 
California is still Suffering from drouth, and 
the outlook there is bad. The losses in Wy- 
oming, Colorado and the Dakotas as yet have 
not averaged 4 per cent. In northern and 
western Texas and northeastern New Mexico, 
and through southern Oklahoma and Indian 
Territory, the heaviest losses have been with 
so-called “through cattle,” that is, cattle 
being moved North from the South. Where 
the cattle went into the winter in bad con- 
dition the mortality has been heavy, reach- 
ing in some sections as high as 20 per cent. 

Taking the range section as a whole, to the 
present time, the losses will average 4 per 
cent. With the most favorable conditions that 
can be exnected an additional loss of 2 per 
cent. may be looked for before spring, and 
should the weather continue bad through 
March a heavy loss will certainly result. 

The Department of Agriculture reports that 
there were in the neighborhood of 13,000,000 
head of cattle in the range country on Jan, 1, 
1899. Assuming that this is correct, 6 per 
vent. of this number would indicate the de- 
struction of 780,000 head of cattle during the 
present winter. 

In Utah, Wyoming and some parts of Ore- 
gon heavy sheep losses are reported, It is 
feared that there will also be heavy sheep 
losses in Montana. Wyoming reports some 
instances of losses reaching as high as 30 per 
cent., and some claim that if March furnishes 
much bad weather the sheep loss in that State 
may reach 25 per cent. In western Utah 
the conditions appear to be almost as bad. 
In several instances the reports give the av- 
erage for this section as being 20 per cent. 
These two States are the greatest sufferers of 
any reported. 

In New Mexico, Colorado, Kansas and Ne- 
braska, the reports are not so discouraging. 

There is a scarcity in the West of steers 
above the age of two years. Some sections 
report a searcity of all classes of cattle, but 
outside of old steers the shortage is not pro- 
nounced, and many sections report plenty of 
young stock. 

Final conditions on the opening of spring 
depend entirely upon the weather for the next 
six weeks. It is too early to give anything 
more than a bare estimate of conditions as 
they now exist. 


Austrian Views of United States 
Trade Competition. 


Consul Baehr sends from Kehl a review of 
a lecture by a Viennese authority on political 
economy, Dr. Alexander Peez, on the subject 
“America, Europe’s Most Dangerous Rival.” 
Dr. Peez said, in part: 

“Let us see how the American industries 
are prospering. We have first the sugar in- 
dustry. It is not known yet how we will be 
able to make up for the loss of our sugar 
export to America. The United States has 
taken Cuba, and is going to have the enor- 
mous quantity of sugar it needs supplied, if 
possible, by the home product and that grown 
in Cuba. The enlargement of its balance 
of trade is the fundamental principle of its 
commercial policy, and its Government acts 
with great boldness. The Americans have 
already gained this much, that they export 
goods to Europe valued at $1,200,000,000, 
and, on the other hand, import only for about 
$600,000,000. This balance will be still more 
to their benefit when they are able to produce 
enough sugar in Cuba and Porto Rico to sup- 
ply their needs. This will probably take them 
about seven years. We shall have to make 
good use of this space of time. 

“I wish also to make some remarks about 
the paper industry. We all know that this 
was one of our most flourishing industries. 
In former years—I regret that I have to speak 
of the past—some of the English newspapers 
were printed on Austrian paper. Now, the 
United States has wrested this trade fram 
us, and is already supplying most of the pa- 
pers used in England. 

“We cannot give enough attention to the 
United States. Last spring I was in Trieste, 
and learned that there were in the ports of 
Constantinople, Fiume, Salonica and Trieste 
about 30,000 quintals of American pig iron, of 
which the greatest part came from Arkansas 
and the Mississippi Valley. You may say 
that the iron falls there from the furnace 
right into the vessels, and is brought at very 
low freight rates into the Mediterranean Sea. 
At the same time, American iron makes its 
appearance, crude and manufactured, in the 
Elbe district in Bohemia. 

“So far as machinery is concerned, we all 
know how the Americans are working. The 
very best machinery, few workingmen, but 
those well paid—that is, their great system, 
and there is no doubt it is also the system of 
the future. 

“Recently, the United States has also made 
great progress in the field of chemical sci- 
ence, Cotton oil, a product of cotton seed, 
was once a sticky brown-black paste; the 
Americans have found out how to purify this 
formerly nearly useless stuff, and the product 
is now being sold as cheap cooking oil, and 
finds ready buyers. 

“Not long ago I saw American shoe leather, 
fine, light and smooth. It was made from 
skins of Indian goats, but finished in the 
United States; and all experiments made in 
England and Germany to produce a similar 
leather have failed. 

“These are only a few instances. The in- 
dustries of the European continent will, in 
many branches, have to count with American 
competition as well as with English.” 

Dr. Peez’s lecture was followed by a dis- 
cussion, In the course of the latter, the 
speaker dwelt upon the wonderful rapidity 
with which the Azericans, in their war with

Spain, increased and equipped their navy. 
In America, Dr. Peez said, the whole popula- 
tion consists of skilled men and shrewd mer- 
chants, who bring about the wonderful prog- 
ress of the country.

INSULATION. 


By J. G. Glover, Architect, Brooklyn. 
(Specially written for The National Provisioner.) 
rE. 

The use of sawdust is probably the simplest 
method of insulation, that being a material 
available in almost all localities, but it has 
its chief objection in the fact that it will 
settle down in the side pockets, thus leaving 
the upper part of the side walls of a building 
poorly insulated; and another objection is the 
fact that it absorbs moisture, and once wet, 
being confined, it holds the moisture. The 
same objections can be urged against mineral 
wool, cork, sea weed and other materials 
used as filler in the same manner, and if they 
ure packed tight to avoid settling they lose 
their best value as insulating materials, be- 
cause, as before stated, the theory on which 
their respective values are based is that they 
form so many air cells, the more in number, 
the better the insulation; but when these 
particles forming the air cells are pressed to- 
gether in a solid mass, the cells, of course, 
disappear, and the insulating quality is affect 

ed accordingly. 





One way of meeting this objection is to 
place cross bridging full width of the studs 
in the side walls, thus reducing the height of 
the spaces containing the insulating material 
and lessening the tendency 
much. 

In using filling-in materials such as above 
mentioned the usual method is to have double 
linings of tongued and grooved boards, with 
paper linings between, on the studs forming 
the sides of a frame building or studs used 
as furring against the walls in a brick build 
ing, and this same lining also on both sides of 
the floor, ceiling or roof beams. A point that 
many builders of coolers consider very impor- 
tant in this kind of insulation is to have the 
lower part of these sawdust-filled pockets 
lined with galvanized iron to prevent the in- 


to settle by that 


roads of mischief-making rats. These little 
pests seem to delight in taking out all the 
material that has been so carefully placed in 
these walls, although it is hard to give a rea- 
son for it unless it be that the tendency of the 
sawdust to drop to the bottom interferes with 
their nest building, and so they busy them- 
selves pulling it out until the whole space be- 
tween the two studs where the proposed nest 
is to be located has been emptied. 

The owners of many old ice boxes in which 
the ice-preserving quality seems to have dis- 
uppeared have found a ready explanation in 
this lack of filling in the side walls. This 
use of sawdust is yet followed in the con- 
struction of the large ice houses which are lo- 
cated along the sides of our rivers and lakes 
and in the smaller buildings and ice-boxes in 
the regions near the lumber districts, but 
nearly all of the refrigerated buildings, large 
and small, in and around the larger cities, are 
insulated with wood and paper, the first cost 
being somewhat greater, but the results are 


‘enough better to warrant the additional ex- 


pense, 


This being so generally followed, it will be 
interesting, perhaps, to learn the exact meth- 
ods of applying the boards and paper so as 
to obtain the best results; refrigerated build- 
ings in the cities such as used around brew- 
eries, markets and in cold storage plants are, 
of course, constructed of brick and, unless 
special attention is given to the laying 
up of the brick side walls, the first thing to 
do is to make these walls impervious to wind, 
air or moisture. ‘lhis is done sometimes with 
a coat of cement or plaster, but the usual 
way is to apply a coat of specially prepared 
paint. One brand of paint, although very ill- 
smelling stuff when applied, has been proven 
very beneficial, and is largely used in the 
best work. 

We will take a space, for an example, such 
iis is usual in a large wholesale meat market, 
where the refrigerated meat is run on tracks 
from the cars into the cooler, and remains 
hanging on these tracks until sold, the story 
directly above being called the ice bunker, if 
natural ice is used to chill the room, or coil 
chamber if mechanical refrigeration is used. 
Sometimes the coils of pipes are placed in the 
cooler, but the results are not near as good, 
and the writer has had several cases where 
the piping has been taken out of the couler, 
after it was all fitted up comp-e.c, antl 
put in a chamber above, the cluse contact of 
the pipes to the meat and the want of cireuln- 
tion making a very poor co. bi a ioa, so mu h 
so that the owners were oliged to go to tle 
expense of the c.anges suggested.

POLARIZED AIR.—A NEW 
REFRIGERANT. 


Wed. I. D’Stelé and L. Ive, lately of a New 
York weekly paper, during the American 
meat discussion, made some startling discov- 
eries. While experimenting on lines entirely 
different from those at first attempted for the 
object aimed at found a most important scien- 
tifie fact. 

The effect is to draw the atmospheric effect 
to poles or render it neutral, and thus convert 
the treated area into a frigid vacuum. It 
creates a new atmosphere, or, more correct- 
ly, the absence of any atmosphere at all, by 
extracting it or by completely transforming 
its ether, so that no decomposing agent can 
in any sense infect the chamber or its con- 
tents through any period of time. The air in 
which ice exists is as effectually neutralized 
ag that which surrounds any other substance 
within the treated area. 

The discovery is curiously termed neutral 
polarized air in, practically, a vacuum. The 
designation is really a misnomer, as it is not 
a vacuum at all, but, instead, a sort of hy- 
gienic extract of air neutralized and capable 
of infinite life and free from contamination 
by the substance subjected to its zone. To 
say the least, the result is a strange trans- 
formation of a physical element to such a de- 
gree that it ig no longer subject to the in- 
fluences of chemical action. The effect is to 
create an atmosphere, or the absence of an 
atmosphere in which no degenerating agent 
ean possibly exist. So scientifically curious 
is the condition of this neutralized chamber 
that if a carcass of meat and a cube of ice 
should be stored therein and almost in touch 
the two would remain forever in atmospheric 
and chemical ignorance of the presence of 
each other, and without an atom of change 
within themselves. Meats remain free from 


damp or blue mouldy, and without losing any 
of its essence or weight. As it enters, it ex- 
ists. In the case of fruit, the evaporation of 
the saccharine matter, and its formation of 
earbonie acid gas at the top of the refriger- 
ating chamber is prevented. The experiment 
was discovered while treating fruit for an 
entirely different purpose than cold storage. 
The astonishing results after a year’s treat- 
ment of fruit disclosed the process by which 
this secret was eventually discovered. Its 
simplicity and its cheapness, after the initial 
costs are borne, are practical virtues claimed 
for this revolutionizing process. 

By the application of well-known principles 
of science the latent heat in ice is neutralized 
and brought to the surface. The French 
Academie of Science has offered quite a sum 
to any one accomplishing the result, which 
now seems to have been attained by this new 
discovery. M. Joque, member of the staff of 
“La Journal,” Paris, caused some stir in the 
early part of this decade by the announce- 
ment that he had succeeded in bringing to the 
surface the latent heat in ice. In the final 
tests his discovery showed only partial suc- 
cess. The effect on ice*with its latent heat 
at the surface, or rather after its cold has 
been destroyed, is that, while the hardness of 
the surface is retained for skating or other 
purposes, the chilly temperature about the 
feet is overcome by a temperature of normal 
warmth. 

The world of commerce, as well as the 
world of science, await a full exposition of 
this important discovery. If it is practical, 
its influence well be felt in many branches of 
manufacture and trade.—Le Journal National 
des Bouchers.

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COTTONSEED OIL, SOAP AND FERTILIZER 
NOTES. 

Ground has been purchased for the build- 
ing of an oil mill with a capacity of 60,000 
tons, at Mexia, Tex. It is expected that the 
mill will be ready for crushing the next crop 
of seed. 

The Fort Worth Cotton Oil Company, of 
Fort Worth, ‘Tex., has been incorporated, 
with a capital of $75,000. The corporators 
are: H. L. Seales, R. K. Erwin and J. J. 
Culbertson: 

Dallas has an order for 6,000 ID of cotton- 
seed for Manila. The seed is to be used for 
planting lands for the cultivation of cotton, 
which grows prolifically in the Philippines, 
and is said to be the first shipment of that 
product to those islands. 

The Planters’ Oil Company’s large mill at 
Monroe, La., has been destroyed by fire. The 
loss is $150,000. There was about $70,000 
worth of stock on hand. This mill had a 
weekly pay roll of $1,000. John P. Parker, 
the president and general manager, was away 
at the time. R. B. Blanks, one of the largest 


stockholders, thinks that the fire was of in- 
cendiary origin. 

Plans are being formulated for the erection 
of a cottonseed oil mill and a fertilizer factory 
at Dublin, Ga. The oil mill will be built at 
once to have a daily capacity of forty tous 
of seed, seventeen tons of cottonseed hulls, 
fourteen tons of cottonseed meal and thirty 
barrels of oil.

COTTONSEED OIL IN MARSEILLES. 


The statistics relating to imports of Ameri- 
can cottonseed oil for 1898, which have just 
been collated, together with the fact that an 
extraordinary quantity of oil is now in tran- 
sit for this market, writes Colonel Robert P. 
Skinner, from Marseilles, France, has con- 
tributed to the sharpness of the fight which 
has for some time been waged, between in- 
terests which oppose the introduction of 
American oil at the existing rate of duty, 
and those which desire the maintenance of 
present conditions. A side chapter in the 
controversy is furnished by the recent ar- 
rival of soap stock in considerable quanti- 
ties, for which it is not too much to assume 
that a steady demand will soon be established. 
At first glance, the arrival of American crude 
soap in Marseilles seems like the carrying of 
coals to Neweastle; but inquiry leads to the 
conviction that a trade in this commodity will 
speedily assume satisfactory proportions. The 
soap stock which has arrived is a prdoduct of 
cottonseed oil caused by the refining process, 
the thick and fatty parts of the crude oil be- 
ing precipitated and so treated as to be avyail- 
able for the purpose named. 

The American cottonseed oil trade will be 
interested to know that the arrivals of the oil 
during 1898 at Marseilles amounted to 51,- 
003,097 kilograms (112,461,829 Ib), or 287,- 
739 barrels, as against 42,027,792 kilograms, 
or 237,898 barrels, in 1897. The imports from 
England for 1898 amounted to 1,791,938 kilo- 
grams, and from al] other countries 167,638 
kilograms, making the total importations 52,- 
962,673 kilograms (116,761,388 Ib), or 9,790,- 
548 Ib more than during 1897.

Calef’s Review of the Markets.

U. S. Appraisers’ Decisions. 

The following decisions were handed down 
in New York this week by the Board of Gen- 
eral Appraisers: 

Hardt & Lindgen and 
Co., New York. March 8. The merchandise 
is a parchment paper. We overrule the claim 
that the said paper is dutiable at 25 per cent. 
under par. 402, Act of July, 1897, and we 
affirm the assessments of duty at two cents 
per pound and ten percentum ad 
under par. 398. 

Goat & Sheepskin Import Co., Ltd., New 
York. March 8. The merchandise consists 
of Angora goat skins with the wool on, hav- 
ing been so returned by the U. S. Appraisers. 
Duty was assessed upon the wool at Ile. 
per pound, under the provisions of pars, 357 
and 360, Tariff Act of 1897. The goods are 
claimed to be free of duty under par. 562 of 
said act as fur skins, “not dressed in any 
manner.” The protest is sustained, and the 
collector’s decision reversed, with instructions 
to reliquidate the entry. 

Lawrence, Johnson & 
March 8 ‘The merchandise consists of 
sheepskins with the wool on. The skins were 
admitted free, but duty was assessed upon 
the wool under the appropriate paragraph of 
the Tariff Act of 1897, as stated by the col- 
lector; the amount of the wool being ascer- 
tained, as appears from the record, in ac- 
cordance with the regulations of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury. The claim made in 
each of the protests is that the goods are free 
under par. 664 of said act, which exempts 
from duty, ‘‘skins of all kinds, raw, except 
sheepskins with the wool on.” No reason is 
suggested which would authorize a reversal of 
the collector’s decision, which is accordingly 
atlirmed in each case.

U. S. TREASURY DECISION AS TO PEPPER 
SHELLS. 

recent Treasury decision, 
pepper shells may be admitted into the United 
States free of duty as pepper unground under 
paragraph 667, act of July 24, 1897. 

The case in point was that of the United 
States vs. Ff, H. Leggett & Co., involving the 





According to a 


dutiable classification of so-called “pepper 
shells,” imported under the provisions of the 


tariff act of July 24, 1897. This merchandise 
was classified for duty at the rate of 3 cents 
per pound. The Board of General Appraisers 
held that the merchandise was not dutiable as 
a spice, but was properly entitled to free entry 
as pepper, unground, under paragraph 667 of 
the free list of the tariff act of July 24, 1897. 

The court in passing on this case, affirmed 
the decision of the Board of General Apprais- 
ers in the following language: 

The question is whether these pepper shells 
are dutiable as “spices not specially provided 
for” under paragraph 287, or are free as pep- 
per, “when unground,” under paragraph 667 
of the act of 1897. Testimony has been taken 
here which shows that these are the shells of 
pepper berries, which, when ground. whole, 
make black pepper, and the kernels of which, 
when ground, make white pepper, and that 
the shells when ground alone make a low 
grade of black pepper. Neither the berries, 
kernels, nor shells are anything but pepper; 
the shells, therefore, are pepper, unground, 

Decision affirmed.

Salt in Russia. 

The “Messenger of Finance,” St. 
burg, Russia, says: 

The first meeting of the Russian salt pro- 
ducers was he!d in the Ministry of Agriculture 
and Crown Domains at St, Petersburg, Nov. 
4, 1898. , 

The Russian salt industry began to develop 
as an important industry in November, 1880, 
when by an imperial ukase the excise duty 
on the same was abolished. Thus, during the 
ten years, 1871-1880, while the excise was still 
in force, the production of salt in Russia did 
not exceed 693,548 tons, and from 1888 to 
1897, it amonnted to 1,209,677 tons, nearly 
double, and the prices decreased accordingly. 

The import of foreign salt has also de- 
creased greatly, amounting at present to but 
8,065 tons per annum, which go principally to 
the Baltic region and Poland. During recent 
years salt from the Donetz basin has found 
its way to the above regious, and therefore it 
is to be expected that the import of foreign 
salt will become still smaller,

The Cost of Living in Germany. 

It is generally asserted and as generally 
believed that living of the saute kind costs 
far in Germany than it in the 
United States. U. S. Consul Henry W. Died- 
erich at Madgeburg, writing to the State De 
partment under date of Jan. 30, 1899, dispels 
this popular delusion. 

He says: “There is a widespread belief 
that living is much cheaper in Germany than 
in the Umted States. The fact is that, gener- 
ally speaking, labor and rents cost less over 
here than they do at home; but most of the 
articles of food supplied by the farmer and 
grocer and butcher take more money to buy 
than they do in the United States, as may 
be seen from the following list of prices which 
prevailed in this country during the years 
from 1806 to 1898: Beef, wholesale, sells at 
$250.38 per 2,204 (or at the rate of 114-100 
cents per pound retail); round leg, (per pound 
retail), 33 cents; flank (retail per pound), 28 
cents; pork (per pound retail), 33 cents; 
veal (per pound retail), 31 cents; mutton 
(per pound, retail), 30 cents; bacon, domestic 
(per pound, retail), 37 cents; lard, domestic 
(retail, per pound), 37 cents; butter, table (re- 
tail, per pound), 52 cents; Eggs (per dozen), 
nearly 17 cents,”

(their cheapest), flour at $3.75 per barrel of 
200 pounds, and wheat flour at $4.25 for the 
same quantity, the of living 
articles in the quantities eaten by American 
people must be far in excess of that experi- 
enced on this side of the Atlantic.

The Anti-Barren Island Bill.

whenever it shall come to the knowledge of 
the members, or of any member of the Board 
of Health or the municipal officers or officer 
having supervision of or jurisdiction over 
such matters, that a nuisance, as defined 
herein, is being carried on and maintained, 
or exists within the corporate limits and 
boundaries as aforesaid, it shall be the duty 
of such Bourd of Health or municipal officers 
or officer to immediately institute proceedings 
for the prosecution of every violator and for 
the discontinuance and abatement of the nuis- 
ance.” 

If this provision is not complied with the 
Clerk of the Court, members of the Board 
of Health or municipal offiger pr officers guilty 
of laches in the matter, “shall he removed 
from office,” Being a law of general appliea- 
tion it gets over the “home rule” 
to purely local acts,

A Pickle for Beef. 

Put the beef into a deep earthenware pan 
that will just nicely hold it, and cover it en- 
tirely with a pickle made in the following pro 
portions: One pound of bay salt, six ounces 
of common salt, an ounce of saltpeter, two 
ounces of salt prunella, half a pound = of 
brown sugar and one gallon of water. Boil 
these ingredients for twenty minutes, ‘hen 
skim carefully, strain and use when cold. 
This pickle can be used over and over again 


if, after each time of using, it is reboiled with 
the addition of a little more salt.

The Jersey City Packing Company Ablaze. 
About 4:45. Tuesday morning a fire broke 
out in the wooden snyoke house of the Jer- 
sey City Packing Company yt th street, 
Jersey City.

The wooden 
smoke house was entirely destroyed. In it 
were stored about 60,000 pounds of hams and 
bacon.

This fire 
temporarily cut down the smoking capacity 
of the plant about one-ha f, but arrangements, 
made by Manager pro tem. George Bailey 
with the Swift Provision Company, will en 
able the unlucky concern to go right on with 
their curing and smoking business as if noth- 
ing had happened. As two men were kept 
about the smoke houses all the time, the most 
plausible theory—as there is no known cause 
for the fire—is that a gust of wind must have 
whipped in as the door was closed by one of 
the retiring employees, and scattered the 
smoking fire ont upon the floor. The flames 
were, however, confined to the wooden smoke 
house, and the total damage done was to that 
and to its stores. When the fire was first 
discovered the alarm was promptly seut in to 
the department. The fire apparatus of the 
house was used pending the arrival of the 
city fire fighters. The management deserves 
much eredit for the quickness in meeting the 
danger which threatened the whole of the big 
plant. A new smoke house will at once 
replace the charred one which now lays in 
ashes, The new structure will be a large and 
handsome brick affair.

In the year 1897 there were imported in 
value, into Mr. Harris’ Consular district, the 
following commercial fertilizers: Oil cake 
(also known as “bean cake”), $1,651,163; 
beans, pease and pitlse (knowh also as “‘seed 
cake,” and ineluding cottonseed cake), $2,- 
933,029; dried sardines, $148,755; bones, $30,- 
DS2; total, $4,758,529. 

In tiew of 6ther facts whieh the Consul 
states, it is not unreasonable to assert that 
this industry amounts to something like 
$7,000,000.
